When I was showing a visitor the sights 
of Dublin a few days ago we came to the 
City Hall, and I tried to give him a short 
account of ifs history. He was impressed 
with the building. bat was very curious 
to know the meaning of the empty pedestai 
outside the Hall with its Gaelic inaerip- 
tion. On waking inquiries I was informed 
that Hogan’s fine statue of O'Connell for- 
merly stood on this site, but was removed 
inside the City Hall many years ago, as 
it was suffering from the effects of the 
weather.

A Defeated Project. 


The often-mooted proposal to remove 
the Queen. Vietoria Memorial from the 
precincts of Leinster House reminds me 
that, after the death of the Prince 
Consort, it was proposed to erect a statue 
to his memory in College Green. 

The Corpofation was considering the 
matter, when the late Mr. A. M. Sullivan 
organised such a determined opposition 
that the project was abandoned, and in- 
stead he persuaded the Corporation to 
allot the site for a memorial to Henry 
Grattan. 

A few years later Sullivan devoted the 
sum of £400, which had been given to him 
ag a testimonial, to form the nucleus of a 
fund for a monument to the Irish states. 
man. which was unveiled in 1875 by Lady 
Laura Grattan, the widow of Grattan’s 
eldest son. 


St. Rat tholomew. 


St. Barthelomew, whose festival is kept 
to-morrow, is one of the Apostles whos: 
career is shrouded in mystery. The Church 
in India, whose bishops have taken such 
a prominent part at the Lambeth Cou- 
fe ence, might fairly claim him as her 
patron saint; for traditign has fairly 
established his claim to be the first 
Christian missionary to India. Eusebius, 
the histegian of the Early Church, tells 
of the tradition that St. Bartholomew 
travelled to India, and there circulated 
the Gospel according to St. Mathew in 
Hebrew. Another tradition speaks of him 
as being of nmoble birth, and in early times 
he wae generally identified with 
Nathaniel, His was a peculiarly cruel 
maitvrdeont; for he was put to death in 
India by being flayed alive. The symbol 
of the saint 76 a knife, in allusion to 
the knife used at his death.

Puffins. 


A short while ago (writes a corte. 
spondent) I paid a visit to Ireland's Eye, 
mainly for the pleasure of watching the 
puffins. These fat, cheerful, little birds, 
to whom the term “ old-iashioned '' seems 
most applicable, can be seen 
along th 


graceful flight to the sea. 
really a little auk, somewhat larger than a 
pigeon, and no ont can mistake him for 
any other bird, on account of the extra- 
ordinary beak, which consists of a horny 
frontal sheath, divided transversely into 
several distinct pieces, and coloured red, 
blue, and yellow. Imagine a very self- 
important little gentleman, with a black 
tail-coat, and a white waisteoat surmount- 
ing a pair of white orange stockings, and 
you will have a fair idea of what this 
comical bird looks like. Puffins nest/in any 
available hole in the cliffs, and sometimes 
take possession of rabbit-holea, I found, 
to my regret, two of these quaint birds 
dead on a Northern strand recently. Their 
gay plumage had been fused into a sticky 
mass by the thick oil which some vessels 
discharge carelessly into the sea, to the 
detriment of unfortunate sea-birds. 


A Gempting Treasure. 


Many Irish philatelists will be interested 
to know fthat the Dublin Museum 
possesses a specimen of one of the world’s 
rarest stainps. It ig one of the ten known 
specimens of the 1854 issue of the four. 
penny blue “ imverted swan ” of Western 
Australia. I was talking recently to an 
Australian philatelist, and he told me 
that not long ago a collector in the United 
States of America bought an authentic 
copy of this stamp for £660, while twa 

r specimens realised £680 cach some 
time ago. Mr. C. J. Phillips secured the 
specimen that wert to Amertica; it had 
been discovered in a cólleetion that was 
being valued by a London expert. Of the 
ten Known specimens, six are in private 
collections, the other four being dis- 
tributed singly between the King’s collec. 
tion and those at the British Museum, 
Sydney, and Dublin. The copy that is in 
the Dublin collection used to be exhibited 
in the cases that hold the Duke of 
Leinster's collection on the gallery of the 
main hall. 

Liverpool's Irish. 

Most Irish visitors. to. Liverpool, and 
every Irish resident there, know Mr. 
Peter Murphy and his little news. 
paper shop in Scotland road, so much 
the centre of the Irish quarter that it has 
been called “the Falls road of Mersey- 
side.” Here on any night of the week. but 
especially on Satutdays and Sundays, 
Irish exiles of all ages, classes and 
politics, call for their daily or weekly 
newspapers from the homeland, and in:

vrietor about Ireland, and about people, 
sleces and affairs at home. 

How many of these callers, I wonder, 
could make a good guess at Mr. Murphy’s 
real age. Most of them—indeed, most of 
those who have met Mr. Murphy nearly 
every day for years past—would take him 
for no more than sixty-five or seventy 
years of age. As a matter of fact, a friend 
tells me that Mr. Murphy will celebrate 
his eightieth birthday at the end of this 
month. My friend met Mr. Murphy a 
few days ago on one of his periodical visits 
to Dublin, and the old man showed justi- 
fiable pride in being able to produce his 
birth certificate from the Pro-Cathedral 
in Marlborough street. 

Mr. Murphy has lived forty yéars in 
Liverpool, and he has seen the rise and 
fall of more Irish societies, clubs and move. 
ments than any Irishman now living who 
has taken an active part in Irish. affaird 
in Great Britain. .

1928 com- 
pleted a scheme at the cost of £85,000 which 
is supplying water to the area; They also 
constructed a tunnel under the River Liffey 
at a cost of £40,395 ta carry a water main, 
and link wp main drainage and electricity 
undertakings. 

OTHER WORKS. 

Other imptovements effected in waterworks 
included the replacing old and ‘orroded pipes 
by new mains of larger eapacity, with re- 
sultant greatly improved pressure «nd supply. 
On this work alone £41,379 was spent during 
the past six years, 

Commissioners have also received sanc- 
tion from the Ministry of Local Government 
and Public Health to the borrowing of a 
loan to provide increased filtration facilities 
for the water supply system to the city.

The citizens were 
thus enabled to get the benefits of these 
grants, which had refused by the former 
Corporation. In the interval, grants to the 
total value of £401,000 have been utilised in 
the carrying out of very necessary road 
development and constraction work, at the 
same time ng employment, at all times 
so gravely needed jn the city. Out of these 

some of the most important central 
thoroughfares were relaid in wood, and 
a thoroughfares were also laid in 
asphalt. Improvement works were also 
ected by the concreting of laneways and 
ssages in the city.

VETERINARY DEPARTMENT. 

Under his aga the Commissioners have 
adopted & policy of only appointing qualified 
Veterinary Surgeons for examination of meat 
and milk. The Veterinary Staff have been 
increased from three to five for the purpose 
of doing biological tests with a view to ob- 
taining clean milk, intensifying inspection of 
meat and milk for home consumption, and 
also to make sure that nothing passing for 
export would interfere with the national 
polley of obtaining reputation of first class 
quality for our goods. This work was under- 
taken some years before the passing of the 
Agricultural Produce (Fresh Meat) Act, 1930. 

The abattoir had long ago become not only 
out of date and inadequate, but had become 
dangerous to those working in it. Approx- 
mately £50,000 has been spent in bringing it 
up to date, and when alterations are com- 
plete it will compare favourably with any 
modern abattoir. 

The old laboratory at Chatham Row had 
similarly become out of date and inadequate, 
and the Commissioners, at a cost of 24, 
fitted a modern laboratory in the top floor of 
the Public Health Department, and it re- 
ceived generous tributes from Delegates of 
the Public Health Congress in 1929, and the 
meeting of analytical chemists here in this

i CHILD WELFARE. i 

The amount povided for child welfare ser- 
vice, mainly carried out by the voluntary 
bodies, for the year ended 31-5-'25 was 
£6,600; for the year ended 31-3-’51 the Com- 
missioners have provided £15,812. The grant 
offered by the Carnegie Trust to build a 
child welfare centre was taken, and few 
yealise the number of spheres of activity 
which operate in this building—children’s 
clinies, antenatal clinics, dental clinics, 
violet-ray clinics, schoo! medical clinics for 
special cases, and central offices for nurses 
for Child Welfare Committee, Infant Aid 
Society and baby clubs, all of which are

‘Our falling infant mortality rate,” said 
Dri Dwyer, “is undoubtedly the result of 
these activities,’’ 

DIPHTHERIA CASES. 

“Take .the subject of the Diphtheria 
Immunisation Clinic,’’ added Dr, Dwyer— 
“the first clinic held on the 2nd May, 1930, 
and clinics held regularly since then—two 
sessions ‘per week, two hours per session. 
309 children have attended ; 220 received the 
three injections, and are to return for Schick 
test in six months’ time. These are com- 
“aga cases. Average attendance per clinic. 


“For some time past the growing number 
of diphtheria cases have been causing con- 
siderable alarm to the Medical Officer of 
Health and the Commissioners. This clinic 
has been started, and we have hopes thai, 
not only will the great volume of human 
suffering be avoided, but the ever increasing 
cost of the treatment of fever cases, which 
fall directly on the rates, will be curtailed. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

The medical inspection of the schools and 
school children of Dublin was begun in 
February, 1828, as soon as the Department 
of Education had notified the Managers that 
the 1919 Act was in force. 

“Tt is progressing very satisfactorily,” 
said Dr. O'Dwyer, ' notwithstanding the 
shortage of staff. During the two years, 1928 
and 1929, 25,000 children were ¢xamined. 
Arrangements have been made for hospital 
treatment for enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 
decayed teeth, defective vision and hearing, 
and skin diseases. The pereentage found 
with these defects is as follows: -

Strengthened by their 
trade unions and backed by a sympathetic 
Government, they refuse, for the most 
part, to carry their share of the general 
loss. Labour, especially of the sheltered 
trades, insists that it shall continue to 
enjoy in the lean years the high wages 
and short hours which, in the fat years, 
its powerful organisation secured for it. 
For the agenda of the Trade Union Con- 
gress, which meets next month, seven 
unions’ have put down -resolutions in 
favour of shorter working hours, and three 
propose holidays with pay. These unions 
cling. to the pathetic fallacy that shorter 
hours result in the employment of more 
workers. It is probable that in November, 
when’ a new agreement between the great 
companies and the National Union of 
Railwaymen becomes due, the men will 
demand increased wages. They ‘take no 
account of the companies’ falling traffic 
returns or vanishing dividends, and they 
regent dismissals which are the direct and 
inevitable result of a shrinkage of work. 
Labour will make no sacrifices.

The 
Australians have won the rubber, and we 
offer them our heartiest congratulations 
on their victory and on the manner in 
which they achieved it. Let us hope that, 
when the battle is fought again, England’s 
prestige will not be endangered by the 
cheap publicity that hampered it in 1930. 


Women at Work. 


Returns, which have been issued by the 
New Zealand Government. contain some 
remarkable ficures illustrating the rapid 
rise of women as wage-earners. In 1896 
53,000 women were employed in’ New 
Zealand. Within twenty years this figure 
had risen to 100,000, and in 1926 it had 
reached 122,722. In 1896 there were only 
eighteen typists in the Dominion; to-day 
there: are nearly. 7,000. There’ has been 
an increase since 1896: of 411 per cent. 
in the number of female “workers in 
commercial and financia] concerns, and 
the number is growing steadily every, day. 
New Zealand’ had the:experience that: was 
common to all belligerent countries during 
the War. When the men went. out to 
fight the women took their places in civil 
life. After the Armistice.,thousands of 
women were retained .to. fill the jobs of 
those men who were killed; and thousands 
of others: continued .to be employed on 
their merits. In consequence ‘of * the 
shortage of men the number of unmarried 
women has increased enormously, with the 
result that the average age of a bride in 
New Zealand to-day is a year older than 
it was in 1896. ‘This circumétance ‘also 
helps to enlarge the number of women 
workers, and the male population of the 
Dominion regards the invasion of its 
domain with some apprehension. There 
are 36,000 domestic servants in New 
Zealand, a comparatively small number 
in view of the size of the Dominion ; but 
it seems that young girls there resemble’ 
their Irish sisters in their dislike of 
domestic work. The “average domestic 
servant is far more comfortable than the 
girl who works in an office or a shop. She 
has better meals, better ‘accommodation, 
and in. this country, at any rate, she 
rarely does more work than her ‘mistress 
does. Yet the idea prevails that there is 
something humiliating in her work. Most 
girls will take the poorest job in: a shop 
in preference to a first-class ‘‘ place” in 
private service. This attitude represents 
a female foible that is as common among 
the progressive women of: the Antipodes 
as'it is among the humblest girls at home; 
for every women is at heart a snob.

Town-Planning. 


This autumn the Town-Planning Insti- 
tute: of Great Britain will. celebrate its 
coming of age. When Thomas Adams con- 
ceived the idea.of such a society in 1909, 
Britain was sadly behind some ‘other 
countries in respect of .town-planning. 
Germany—where town-planning may be 
said to have been born—and the United 
States: had reduced the planning of towns 
to a fine art, while Britain continued to 
allow her centres of population to develop 
according to their own sweet wills. Now 
all that has changed. 
in the wake of other countries, Britain has 
taken a leading place in town- -planning. 
At present some 5,000,000 acres are under 
town-planning control, and, according to 
recent, figures, 842 schemes of . town- 
planning have been launched by. local 
authorities “in England: and, Wales.

that it is not suggested that interest in a 
State ‘ise should transcend that of 
shareholders in another industry. If this 
were to be so, it would be an argument for 
the State control of all enterprises. The 
rational view to take is that the puble 
should be educated in an unbiassed manner, 
so that both gas and electricity might be 
used according to their relative ability to 
serve the purposes to which they are adapted.

THE YACHT WRECK. 


TWO BODIES WASHED UP. 

The body which was recovered yester- 
day from the scene of the wreck of the 
steam yacht Islander, in which six men 
lost their lives during a gale at Lansalles 
Bay, South Cornwall, last Wednesday, 
has been definitely identified as that of 
Commodore Henry Douglas King, member 
of Parliament for South Paddington. 

Clothed in trousers, white shoes and 
undergarments marked “ King,” the body 
had been badly battered. It was removed 
to a building used as a temporary mer- 
tuary. 

The second body, which was found on 
the shore at Looe, has been identified as 
that of Commander Searle. It bore scars 
and scratches as the result of the buffet- 
ing that it received on the beach. It was 
identified by a relative who happened to 
be staying im the district. 

Commander Searle. had a distinguished 
career in the Navy, and was mathema- 
tician on board the Iron Duke, Earl 
Jellicoe’s flagship, at the battle of Jut- 
land. 

Up to a late hour last night no further 
bodies had been recovered. 

The inquests on Commander Searle and 
on Commodore King will be held jointly 
at Polruan this evening. It is expected 
that evidence will be given by several eye 
witnesses of the wreck, and that the pro 
ceedings will then be adjourned until after 
the other bodies have been cast ashore.

DUBLIN MAN SEVERELY

In the course of his statement at the 
Conference of Commonwealth and State 
Ministers on the financial state of 
Australia yesterday, Sir Otto Niemeyer 
said that the country was facing a serious 
problem, the solution of which was not 
renderel @MY easier by the natural 
optimism Of Australians. As long as it 
was gencrally believed that there was an 
unlimited Market abroad for Australian 
goods and that something would turn up, 
it would be difficult to face the realities 
of the situ ition. 

The serious manifestations of the 
financial Malaise were an _ inevitable 
reflection of deeper economic causes. 

‘A SERIES OF AOCIDENTS.”’ 

By a series of accidents, chiefly the 
liberality Of lenders, and the accidental 
high prices for Australian exports, 
Australia had so far remained outside the 
genera! trend of world conditions and had 
maintained a standard of costs which the 
rest of tit world had long since found 
impossible. 

“I think it is generally admitted,”’ Sir 
Otto continued, “that the Australian 
national income has substantially 
diminjshed, and may well diminish 
further, and from that diminished total 
you are driven to take an increased share 
In taxation, at the same time heavily 
calling for loans and conversions on 
diminishing current saving in time of 
depression, 

“As Jong ag Avstralia’s . sheltered 
trades insist on taking so large a share of 
the national dividend drops, the difficul- 
ties of the unsheltered export trades can 
only increase, 

: LONDON’S DESIRE TO HELP. 

The argument that “the prices of 

Australian export products in the world 
markets ate accurately reflected by the 
movements of the general world price Jevel 
is not the case, There is considerable 
reason to fear that the prices of particular 
products in which Australia is primarily 
interested will fall more rapidly than the 
general price level. 

‘‘ There is a general desire in Londen to 
assist the Dominion. The mere fact of my 
presence and the growing co-operation of 
the Commonwealth Bank and the Bank of 
England may b» claimed as a sign of the 
good-will of responsible authorities, but 
the fundamental question is the extent to 
which Australia herself will make possible 
A change in the present picture. Australia 
must reassure the world as to the direction 
in Which she is going, financially and 
sponomtcayy.
